A p ro gram to p ro v id e v o lu nteer 
“ friend s” fo r p re-d elinq u ent child ren 
with emo tio nal p ro blems wou ld be a 
welco me ad d ito n to the list of so cial 
serv ices o ffered in Pickaway Co u nty . 
“ I see a d efiniate need ,” said Jo 
Anne 
L iesenberg, an 
Ed gew o o d 
Child ren’s Treatm ent Center o u treach 
wo rker assigned to wo rk with the 
P ickaw ay Co u nty M ental H ealth 
Clinic. “ If su ch a p ro gram were here, 
o u r case lo ad (m ental health clinic 
staffers) wou ld p ro bably be mad e 
less.” 
Ms. Liesenberg say s a Vo lu nteers In 
Action p ro gram in Fay ette Co u nty has 
p ro v ed q u ite su ccessfu l in red u cing o r 
at least limiting the incid ence of 
emo tio nally -related p ro blems in y o u ng 
child ren and ad o lescents. 
She no ted , ho wev er, that sim ilar 
p ro gram s hav e been institu ted in the 
co u nty fo r d elinq u ent teens. 
Ms. Liesenberg d eals with tro u bled 
y o u ng p eo p le ages fiv e thro u gh 18 and 
their families. Mo st of the co u nseling 
is co mp leted thro u gh the center’s 
o u tp atient co mp o nent at the Mental 
H ealth C linic, bu t m o re sev ere 
p ro blems will be hand led at the 
Ed gewo o d Resid ential Center when it 
is o p ened nex t y ear. The resid ential 
treatm ent facility will be lo cated in 
Greenfield . 
Co u nseling basically inv o lv es a one- 
o n-o ne talk sessio n, she said , in which 
she tries to “ u nlo ck” her clients. 
Mo st of the ad o lescents she has 
co u nseled hav e been su ffering fro m 


ad ju stm ent p ro blems, altho u gh so me 
are 
being 
co u nseled 
fo r 
anx iety - 
related d ilemm as. 
And o ne of the mo st freq u ent ad ­ 
ju stm ent p ro blem is tru ancy . Co u n­ 
seling inv o lv es “ju st giv ing them a 
chance to talk,” she said . Sessio ns are 
in a no n-threatening env iro nment and 
allo ws the clients to begin to “ realize 
what they are d o ing.” 
F o r 
anx iety 
p ro blem s, 
Ms. 
L iesenberg 
re lie s o n 
relax atio n 
therap y in ad d itio n to p o sitiv e co u n­ 
seling. 
“ I try to enco u rage each client to 
so lv e his o r her own p ro blem s,” she 
said . 
Child ren, esp ecially tho se who are 
v erbally limited , are allo wed “to ru n 
the sho w. She u tilizes mo d ified fo rms 
of p lay therap y in an attem p t to find 
the ro o ts of p ro blems, attem p ts to 
u nco v er p erso nality traits by stu d y ing 
free-hand d raw ings of clients, and 
tests v isu al-mo to r skills thro u gh the 
Bend er Visu al Mo to r Gestalt Test.

L iesenberg 
receiv ed 
her 
training, inclu d ing a*m aster’s d egree 
in clinical child p sy cho lo gy , at the 
State Univ ersity Co llege, New Pau ltz, 
New Yo rk. She wo rked fo r two y ears 
as a clinical p sy cho lo gist at the 
Mo nticello Mental Health Clinic in 
Mo nticello , New Yo rk, befo re' ac­ 
cep ting a p o sitio n with the Ed gewo o d 
Center in May . 
She co nsid ers herself a sho rt-term 
co u nselo r, no ting that “ If a p erso n can 
learn to accep t what he is, at least in 
therap y sessio ns, he will u su ally set 
himself on the ro ad to p ro gress.”

The cu tback will affect 8 p er cent of 
Armco ’s ho u rly wo rk fo rce in New 
Miami and Mid d leto wn, the co mp any 
said . 


C.G. K ram er, Mid d leto wn wo rks 
m anager, term ed the lay o ffs “the first 
step in retu rning the p lant to where it 
sho u ld be in im p o rtance to Armco .” 


While the cu tbacks are technically 
term ed lay o ffs, the co mp any said the 
red u ctio ns wo u ld be p erm anent in an 
effo rt to re sto re the co m p any ’s 
p ro fitability in Mid d leto wn and New 
Miami. 


The so u thwestern Ohio co mp any 
cited steel im p o rts as a m ajo r barrier 
to the p lants’ making a p ro fit. Bu t it 
said

Armco ’s anno u ncement cam e as 
M aho ning V alley co m m u nities in 
no rtheastern Ohio, still stu nned by the 
anno u ncement that m o st of their 
rev enu es will be cu t off by Yo u ngsto wn 
Sheet it Tu be cu tbacks, were sear­ 
ching fo r help .

Stu nned by the resignatio n o f 
lo ngtime friend Bert l^ nce as his 
bu d get d irecto r, C arter began the 
search to d ay fo r a su ccesso r. 
“There will be an o rd erly tran­ 
sitio n,” the Presid ent to ld a news 
co nference Wed nesd ay when he an­ 
no u nced lo anee’s resignatio n. “ I will 
d ecid e beginning after to d ay on who a 
su ccesso r might be.” 
Among nam es that q u ickly su rfaced 
were: 
—Jam es T. M cInty re Jr., d irecto r of 
G eo rgia’s bu d get o ffice in 197 2 while 
Carter was go v erno r and now d ep u ty 
d irecto r of the Office of M anagement 
and Bu d get, which I^nce had head ed . 
—Ro bert Strau ss, a fo rm er chair­ 


man 
of 
the 
Demo cratic 
Natio nal 
Co mmittee and now the U.S. am ­ 
bassad o r fo r trad e nego tiatio ns. 
—Alice R iv lin, d irec to r of the 
Co ngressio nal Bu d get Office. 
—Hale Champ io n, fo rm er Califo rnia 
finance d irecto r and now an o fficial at 
the Dep artm ent of Health, Ed u catio n 
and Welfare. 
C arter said the task of find ing a new 
bu d get d irecto r wo n’t be easy . 
“ I d o n’t think there is any way that I 
co u ld find any o ne to rep lace Bert 
lance that wo u ld be, in my ju d gment, 
as co mp etent, as stro ng, as d ecent and 
as clo se to me as a friend and ad v iser 
as he has been,” the Presid ent said . 
Obv io u sly , the go v ernm ent will 
co ntinu e,” C arter d eclared , “and I 
hop e to d o a good jo b as Presid ent, and 
I am su re a su ccesso r will4 )e ad eq u ate. 


“ Bu t there has been a sp ecial 
relatio nship between me and Bert 
L ance th a t transcend ed o fficial 
resp o nsibilities o r d u ties o r ev en 
go v ernm ental serv ice of the last six o r 
sev en y ears. 
“So he has o ccu p ied a sp ecial p lace 
in my go v ernm ental career, in my 
p o litical career, and in my p erso nal 
life. I d o n’t think there is any way 
any o ne co u ld rep lace him no w.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
that will allo w ad v ertising the co st of 
ey egla sses 
and

p ro d u cts in an effo rt to lo wer p rices 
thro u gh co mp etitio n has been ap ­ 
p ro v ed by the Ohio Senate. 
The sp o nso r, Sen. A ntho ny O. 
Calabrese, D-22 Clev eland , estim ated 
that “ Ohio co nsu m ers were o v er­ 
charged by m o re than $20 millio n” fo r 
ey ew ear in 197 5. His bill, the first 
m ajo r co nsu mer-o riented m easu re to 
be acted on in the cu rrent two -week 
sessio n, was sent to the Ho u se after 
winning 33-0 Senate ap p ro v al Wed ­ 
nesd ay . 
The Senate 
Energy and 
Pu blic 
Utilities Co mmittee was to 
begin 
hearings to d ay on a p rio rity energy bill 
to create a new cabinet lev el D ep art­ 
ment of Energy . Bu t there was no 
gu arantee that it wou ld reach the flo o r 
befo re ad jo u rnm ent nex t week. 
Eq u ally u ncertain were the chances 
fo r final p assage in Sep tem ber of the 
p u blic emp lo y ee co llectiv e bargaining 
bill, set fo r a first hearing to d ay in a 
Ho u se-Senate Co nference co mm ittee. 
Demo cratic lead ers hav e been less 
th an o p tim istic in assessing the 
chances fo r a sp eed y co mp ro mise in 
the wid ely v ary ing Ho u se and Senate 


v ersio ns of the labo r rights bill. 
In the Ho u se, state rep resentativ es 
ap p ro v ed 6 4 -28 and sent the Senate a 
bill granting p arents the right to giv e 
their child their co mmo n su rnam e, o r 
if their last name is d ifferent, either 
su rnam e, o r a co mbinatio n of the two 
names.

statewid e p rice ad v ertising of ey ewear 
p ro d u cts, p assed 26-6 a bill to establish 
bu reau s of su p p o rt in all 88 co u nties to 
enfo rce p ay ment of child su p p o rt, 
w henjjarents are d erelict. It was sent 
to the Ho u se fo r fu rther co nsid eratio n. 
Calabrese su rmised that Ohio ans 
who wear sp ectacles and co ntact 
lenses were the target of a “ giant rip 
o ff," on the basis of a stu d y by the 
F ed era l T rad e C o m m issio n. T hat 
stu d y fo u nd that Americans were 
o v ercharged $4 57 millio n fo r ey ecare 
p ro d u cts in 197 5. 
“The FTC staff rep o rt co nclu d ed 
there is no basis to the argu m ents that 
the 
q u ality

ey egla sses 
so ld 
thro u gho u t 
the 
co u ntry 
wo u ld 
d eterio rate when p rice ad v ertising is 
p erm itted ,” he said . 
“ They also co nclu d ed that the ab­

becau se of the wid e v ariatio n in p rices 
that now ex ists in the m arketp lace.” 
C alabrese’s bill wo u ld o v ertu rn lo cal 
o rd inances that ban p rice ad v ertising 
and req u ire o p to m etrists and op - 
thainalo gists to giv e p atients co p ies of 
p rescrip tio ns on req u est. In that way , 
the co nsu m er can “ intelligently sho p 
fo r the ey ewear which best su its his 
b u d get,” 
the

law m aker said . 
He no ted that Clev eland and Cin­ 
cinnati recently rep ealed restraint of 


trad e o rd inances in co nnectio n with 
ey ewear ad v ertising. “The bill strikes 
d o wn any mu nicip al co d e o r o rd inance 
which co nflicts with this p ro v isio n,” he 
said . 
“To the large nu mbers of p eo p le— 
y o u ng and no t so y o u ng—who need 
glasses o r rep lacem ents and canno t 
affo rd the $5 0 o r mo re to bu y them , the 
p ro blem is critical,” Calabrese said .

After d ay s of m aneu v ering, tho se on 
bo th sid es of the issu e agreed to 
sched u le a sho wd o wn v o te fo r to night. 
A d v o cates o f d eregu latio n 
w ere 
p red icting v icto ry by at least a fo u r- 
v o te m argin. Ad ministratio n allies 
were say ing the v o te is too clo se to call. 
If the Senate v o tes fo r d eregu latio n 
of new natu ral gas, as it d id in 197 5, it 
wo u ld be ano ther blow to a C arter 
energy p ro gram that alread y has been 
d ecim ated by Senate flo o r and co m­ 
m ittee actio n. 
The Ho u se has ap p ro v ed the ad ­ 


ministratio n p lan to co ntinu e p rice 
co ntro ls on gas and to raise the ceiling 
fro m $1.4 5 p er tho u sand cu bic feet to 
abo u t $1.7 5 . The bill also wo u ld ex tend 
the co ntro ls to the now u nregu lated 
intrastate m arkets in Tex as, I-o u isiana 
and o ther gasp ro d u cing states. 
M eanw hile, the S enate F inance 
Co mmittee began p iecing to gether a 
co m p ro m ise W ed nesd ay to allo w 
C arter to salv age a cru cial p art of his 
energy -tax p ro gram . 
The co mp ro mise cru d e oil tax p lan 
wou ld ru le o u t the Presid ent’s p ro p o sal 
fo r rebates fo r mo st Americans bu t 
wo u ld p ro v id e fed eral aid to energy 
p ro d u cers and finance a wid e v ariety 
of transit and energy co nserv atio n 
p ro gram s. 


The test v o te on gas d eregu latio n 
was set on a p ro p o sal by Sens. Llo y d 
Bentsen, D-Tex as, and

interstate co ntro ls on newly p ro d u ced

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Bert Lance Resigns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is trying to replace a man he 
says is irreplaceable. 
Stunned by the resignation of 
longtime friend Bert Lance as his 
budget director, Carter began the 
search today for a successor. 
“There will be an orderly tran­ 
sition,” the President told a news 
conference Wednesday when he an­ 
nounced Lance’s resignation. “I will 
decide beginning after today on who a 
successor might be.” 
Among names that quickly surfaced 
were: 
—Jam es T. McIntyre Jr., director of 
Georgia’s budget office in 1972 while 
Carter was governor and now deputy 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, which Lance had headed. 
—Robert Strauss, a former chair­ 


man of the Democratic National 
Committee and now the U.S. am ­ 
bassador for trade negotiations. 
—Alice Rivlin, director of the 
Congressional Budget Office. 
—Hale Champion, former California 
finance director and now an official at 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
Carter said the task of finding a new 
budget director won’t be easy. 
“I don’t think there is any way that I 
could find anyone to replace Bert 
Lance that would be, in my judgment, 
as competent, as strong, as decent and 
as close to me as a friend and adviser 
as he has been,” the President said. 
“Obviously, the government will 
continue,” Carter declared, “and I 
hope to do a good job as President, and 
I am sure a successor will-be adequate. 


“But there has been a special 
relationship between me and Bert 
Lance th at transcended official 
responsibilities or duties or even 
governmental service of the last six or 
seven years. 
“So he has occupied a special place 
in my governmental career, in my 
political career, and in my personal 
life. I don’t think there is any way 
anyone could replace him now.” 
Carter hinted that he might have an 
additional problem because of the 
controversy that finally forced Lance 
to resign. 
Asked if • the Lance affair had 
damaged his own credibility with the 
Am erican people, the President 
replied: “I can’t say. I’d guess to some 
extent.” 
In a letter to “My Dear Mr. 


President,” Lance quit “because of the 
amount of controversy and the con­ 
tinuing nature of it” surrounding his 
personal financial affairs and his 
business dealings as the head of two 
Georgia banks. 
Lance’s business and banking 
practices have 
been 
under 
in­ 
vestigation for several weeks by the 
Senate Governmental Affairs Com­ 
mittee, Justice Department, Securities 
and Exchange Commission, Federal 
Election Commission and Internal 
Revenue Service. 
They are looking into large over­ 
drafts at Lance’s First National Bank 
of Calhoun, Ga., by Lance, members of 
his family and the committee that ran 
his 1974 campaign for governor of 
G eorgia; two m ultim illion-dollar

Eyeglasses Ad Bill Passes Ohio Senate

A program to provide volunteer 
“friends” for pre-delinquent children 
with emotional problems would be a 
welcome additon to the list of social 
services offered in Pickaway County. 
“I see a definiate need,” said Jo 
Anne Liesenberg, an Edgewood 
Children’s Treatment Center outreach 
worker assigned to work with the 
Pickaway County M ental Health 
Clinic. “If such a program were here, 
our case load (mental health clinic 
staffers) would probably be made 
less.” 
Ms. Liesenberg says a Volunteers In 
Action program in Fayette County has 
proved quite successful in reducing or 
at least limiting the incidence of 
emotionally-related problems in young 
children and adolescents. 
She noted, however, that similar 
programs have been instituted in the 
county for delinquent teens. 
Ms. Liesenberg deals with troubled 
young people ages five through 18 and 
their families. Most of the counseling 
is completed through the center’s 
outpatient component at the Mental 
Health Clinic, but m ore severe 
problems will be handled at the 
Edgewood Residential Center when it 
is opened next year. The residential 
treatment facility will be located in 
Greenfield. 
Counseling basically involves a one- 
on-one talk session, she said, in which 
she tries to “unlock” her clients. 
Most of the adolescents she has 
counseled have been suffering from 


adjustment problems, although some 
are being counseled for anxiety- 
related dilemmas. 
And one of the most frequent ad­ 
justment problem is truancy. Coun­ 
seling involves “just giving them a 
chance to talk,” she said. Sessions are 
in a non-threatening environment and 
allows the clients to begin to “realize 
what they are doing.” 
For 
anxiety 
problem s, 
Ms. 
Liesenberg relies on relaxation 
therapy in addition to positive coun­ 
seling. 
“I try to encourage each client to 
solve his or her own problems,” she 
said. 
Children, especially those who are 
verbally limited, are allowed “to run 
the show.” She utilizes modified forms 
of play therapy in an attempt to find 
the roots of problems, attempts to 
uncover personality traits by studying 
free-hand drawings of clients, and 
tests visual-motor skills through the 
Bender Visual Motor Gestalt Test. 
Ms. 
Liesenberg 
received 
her 
training, including a'm aster’s degree 
in clinical child psychology, at the 
State University College, New Paultz, 
New York. She worked for two years 
as a clinical psychologist at the 
Monticello Mental Health Clinic in 
Monticello, New York, before ac­ 
cepting a position with the Edgewood 
Center in May. 
She considers herself a short-term 
counselor, noting that “If a person can 
learn to accept what he is, at least in 
therapy sessions, he will usually set 
himself on the road to progress.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
that will allow advertising the cost of 
eyeglasses 
and 
other 
eyew ear 
products in an effort to lower prices 
through competition has been ap­ 
proved by the Ohio Senate. 
The sponsor, Sen. Anthony 0. 
Calabrese, D-22 Cleveland, estimated 
that “Ohio consumers were over­ 
charged by more than $20 million” for 
eyewear in 1975. His bill, the first 
major consumer-oriented measure to 
be acted on in the current two-week 
session, was sent to the House after 
winning 33-0 Senate approval Wed­ 
nesday. 
The Senate Energy and Public 
Utilities Committee was to begin 
hearings today on a priority energy bill 
to create a new cabinet level Depart­ 
ment of Energy. But there was no 
guarantee that it would reach the floor 
before adjournment next week. 
Equally uncertain were the chances 
for final passage in September of the 
public employee collective bargaining 
bill, set for a first hearing today in a 
House-Senate Conference committee. 
Democratic leaders have been less 
than optim istic in assessing the 
chances for a speedy compromise in 
the widely varying House and Senate 


versions of the labor rights bill. 
In the House, state representatives 
approved 64-28 and sent the Senate a 
bill granting parents the right to give 
their child their common surname, or 
if their last name is different, either 
surname, or a combination of the two 
names. 
The 
Senate, 
after 
approving 
statewide price advertising of eyewear 
products, passed 26-6 a bill to establish 
bureaus of support in all 88 counties to 
enforce payment of child support, 
whenjiarents are derelict. It was sent 
to the House for further consideration. 
Calabrese surmised that Ohioans 
who wear spectacles and contact 
lenses were the target of a “giant rip 
off,” on the basis of a study by the 
Federal Trade Commission. That 
study found that Americans were 
overcharged $457 million for eyecare 
products in 1975. 
“The FTC staff report concluded 
there is no basis to the arguments that 
the quality 
of 
eyeglasses sold 
throughout 
the 
country 
would 
deteriorate when price advertising is 
permitted,” he said. 
“They also concluded that the ab­ 
sence of price advertising results in a 
substantial harm to 
consum ers 


because of the wide variation in prices 
that now exists in the marketplace.” 
Calabrese’s bill would overturn local 
ordinances that ban price advertising 
and require optometrists and op- 
thamalogists to give patients copies of 
prescriptions on request. In that way, 
the consumer can “intelligently shop 
for the eyewear which best suits his 
budget,” 
the 
Cuyahoga 
County 
lawmaker said. 
He noted that Cleveland and Cin­ 
cinnati recently repealed restraint of 


trade ordinances in connection with 
eyewear advertising. “The bill strikes 
down any municipal code or ordinance 
which conflicts with this provision,” he 
said. 
“To the large numbers of people— 
young and not so young—who need 
glasses or replacements and cannot 
afford the $50 or more to buy them, the 
problem is critical,” Calabrese said. 
About one out of every two Ohioans, 
including the senator from Cleveland, 
wear some sort of corrective lens.

Ohio's Steel Cities 
Searching For Help

Ohio’s once-mighty steel industry 
received another setback today when 
Armco Steel Corp. announced it will 
term inate 600 jobs at its New Miami 
and Middletown works by Oct. I. 
The cutback will affect 8 per cent of 
Armco’s hourly work force in New 
Miami and Middletown, the company 
said. 
C.G. Kramer, Middletown works 
manager, termed the layoffs “the first 
step in returning the plant to where it 
should be in importance to Armco.” 


While the cutbacks are technically 
termed layoffs, the company said the 
reductions would be permanent in an 
effort to restore the com pany’s 
profitability in Middletown and New 
Miami. 


The southwestern Ohio company 
cited steel imports as a major barrier 
to the plants’ making a profit. But it 
said high 
costs 
of 
energy, 
raw 
materials and labor also were factors. 


Armco’s announcement came as 
Mahoning Valley com m unities in 
northeastern Ohio, still stunned by the 
announcement that most of their 
revenues will be cut off by Youngstown 
Sheet St Tube cutbacks, were sear­ 
ching for help.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is ready to choose between President 
Carter’s plan to continue price controls 
oh natural gas and a rived proposal to 
lift them. 
After days of maneuvering, those on 
both sides of the issue agreed to 
schedule a showdown vote for tonight. 
Advocates of deregulation were 
predicting victory by at least a four- 
vote margin. Administration allies 
were saying the vote is too close to call. 
If the Senate votes for deregulation 
of new natural gas, as it did in 1975, it 
would be another blow to a Carter 
energy program that already has been 
decimated by Senate floor and com­ 
mittee action. 
The House has approved the ad­ 


ministration plan to continue price 
controls on gas and to raise the ceiling 
from $1.45 per thousand cubic feet to 
about $1.75. The bill also would extend 
the controls to the now unregulated 
intrastate markets in Texas, louisiana 
and other gasproducing states. 
M eanwhile, the Senate Finance 
Committee began piecing together a 
com prom ise Wednesday to allow 
Carter to salvage a crucial part of his 
energy-iax program. 
The compromise crude oil tax plan 
would rule out the President's proposal 
for rebates for most Americans but 
would provide federal aid to energy 
producers and finance a wide variety 
of transit and energy conservation 
programs. 


The test vote on gas deregulabon 
was set on a proposal by Sens. Lloyd 
Benison, D-Texas, and Jam es B. 
Pearson, R-Kan., to lift immediately 
interstate controls on newly produced 
onshore gas and to phase them out 
over a five-year period for new off­ 
shore gas. The intrastate market 
would remaui unregulated while in­ 
terstate gas from old fields would 
remain under federal price controls. 
Hie natural gas pricing issue is an 
old controversy, and the debate 
probably would have come up in 
Congress even if Carter hadn’t in­ 
cluded the subject in his energy 
program. 
Deregulation legislation has been 
introduced in 
every session of 


Congress since 
1954, 
when the 
Supreme Court required the Federal 
Power Commission to set wellhead 
prices for gas sold by producers to 
interstate pipelines. 
D eregulation advocates say the 
controls have held gas prices ar­ 
tificially low, resulting in shortages 
like those that crippled parts of the 
industrial Northeast and Midwest laid

J OHANNESBURG, So uth Africa 
(AP) — A black y o uth was killed and 
six o thers were wo unded when po lice 
o pened fire at two churches in the 
black to wnship o f So weto a fter 
memo rial services fo r black leader 
Steve Biko , the Rand Daily Mail 
newspaper repo rted to day . 
Brig. J an Visser, the So weto po lice 
chief, said ex perts were wo rking to 
determine whether the y o uth was 
killed Wednesday by po lice bullets. He 
said the bo dy was fo und near a wall 
pitted by bullets fro m a machine 
pisto l, but no such weapo ns had been 
issued to rio t po lice Wednesday . 
Two girls were serio usly injured by 
bullets when po lice o pened fire o n 
mo urners at St. Matthews Anglican 
church. Fo ur o thers were struck by 
birdsho t when po lice fired o n mo ur­ 
ners at the Sefikeng church in the 
ineado wlands area o f So weto , eight 
miles so uthwest o f J o hannesburg. 
The po lice said they o pened fire 
because the blacks were sto ning them.

So uth Africa, died in po lice custo dy 
Sept. 12. The go vernment said he had 
been o n a hunger strike but has no t 
anno unced the cause o f death y et, 
say ing the po st-mo rtem has no t been 
co m pleted.

Biko is to be buried Mo nday in the 
black to wnship o f Ginsberg, o utside 
King William’s To wn, o n the so uth 
co ast.

KSU Alumni Form 
Group To Fight 
Gym Construction 
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KENT, Ohio (AP) — Kent State 
University alumni have formed a 
group to fight construction of a 
gymnasium annex near the site of the 
1970 shootings by Ohio National Guard 
troops. 
May 4th Coalition member William 
Arthrell, now representing the new 
group, Alumni Against the Gym, said 
at a news conference Wednesday that 
more than IOO alumni have joined the 
group. 
They have pledged to cut off 
financial 
contributions 
to 
the 
university if the annex is built near 
where four students were slain and 
nine were wounded by guardsmen. 
Arthrell complained about few 
reporters attending the news con­ 
ference. “I guess they don’t show up 
unless someone gets a pie in the face or 
police are dragging away protesters,” 
he said. 
The Alumni Against the Gym is the 
latest splinter of the May 4th Coalition, 
a loose organization that has been 
protesting the construction of the $6 
million gymnasium annex since May. 
Another splinter group, the Blanket 
Hill Forum, formed last week to fight 
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the construction plans. 
Coalition spokesman Fredd Lee of 
Cleveland Heights, said a group called 
the Case Western Reserve Support 
Committee for the May 4th Coalition- 
Blanket Hill Forum, has set up a tent 
on the Case Western campus in 
Cleveland as a symbolic protest 
against the construction now getting 
under way at Kent State. 
Lee said the tent is occupied 24 hours 
a day and is used as a center to 
disseminate information, collect 
petition signatures asking the U.S. 
Department of Interior to designate 
Blanket Hill an historic site, and to 
encourage other student groups at 
other universities to establish similar 
symbolic protests. 
Lee also said a nonprofit corporation 
called the Kent Historical Society has 
been incorporated under Ohio law and 
will seek to secure preservation of the 
site. 
The coalition and its various splinter 
groups are planning a rally which they 
say will draw several thousand sup­ 
porters to Kent State Saturday. Their 
estimates have been inflated in the 
past.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Inflation 
slackened in August, for the second 
consecutive month, as consumer 
prices rose by only a modest three- 
tenths of I per cent, the smallest rise in 
nine months, the government reported 
today. 
The increase was the lowest since a 
sim ilar rise last November and 
followed a rise of four-tenths of I per 
cent in July and increases of six-tenths 
in May and June. 
The steady decline in wholesale 
farm prices was reflected on grocery 
shelves last month as food prices rose 
Police Shoot 
Mourners 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — A black youth was killed and 
six others were wounded when police 
opened fire at two churches in the 
black township of Soweto after 
memorial services for black leader 
Steve Biko, the Rand Daily Mail 
newspaper reported today. 
Brig. Jan Visser, the Soweto police 
chief, said experts were working to 
determine whether the youth was 
killed Wednesday by police bullets. He 
said the body was found near a wall 
pitted by bullets from a machine 
pistol, but no such weapons had been 
issued to riot police Wednesday. 
Two girls were seriously injured by 
bullets when police opened fire on 
mourners at St. Matthews Anglican 
church. Four others were struck by 
birdshot when police fired on mour­ 
ners at the Sefikeng church in the 
meadowlands area of Soweto, eight 
miles southwest of Johannesburg. 
The police said they opened fire 
because the blacks were stoning them. 
Biko, the 30-year-old founder of the 
black consciousness movement in 
South Africa, died in police custody 
Sept. 12. The government said he had 
been on a hunger strike but has not 
announced the cause of death yet, 
saying the post-mortem has not been 
completed. The black population 
suspects he was beaten to death. 
Biko is to be buried Monday in the 
black township of Ginsberg, outside 
King William’s Town, on the south 
coast. More than 200,000 Macks are 
expected there Sunday for a memorial 
service for him.

Grocery prices, which had con­ 
tributed to an annual inflation rate of 
about IO per cent at the beginning of 
the year, rose only two-tenths of I per 
cent in August, following a decline of 
one-tenth of I per cent in July. 
The cost of other commodities, such 
as household goods and autos, rose 
threetenths of I per cent in August, but 
these had not contributed to tile in­ 
flationary surge earlier this year as 
much as had food. 
Carter administration economists 
are counting on slow increases in food 
prices to help hold down the overall 
rise in consumer prices during the rest 
of the year. 
If averaged out over the entire year, 
the August increase would mean a 3.6 
per cent rate of inflation, a sharp 
improvement over the earlier pace. 
Consumer prices rose at a IO per cent 
annual rate in the first quarter and at a 
rate of 8.1 per cent in the second 
quarter. 
Despite the improvement in the pace 
of inflation, the Labor Department 
reported that the purchasing power of 
workers’ paychecks declined for the 
second consecutive month. Real 
spendable earnings—take home pay 
adjusted for taxes and inflation — for 
the average worker declined six-tenths 
of I per cent because of inflation and a 
decline in the average number of hours 
worked, the government said.

Establishing Credit

NEW YORK - Before October 1, all 
creditors — by law — must have sent 
to their customers, notices advising 
married women that their account can 
be reported under the wife’s own 
name, as well as her husband's. 
In this way, the wife can establish 
her own line of credit — a necessity 
should she ever need to borrow money. 
“Since nearly all joint credit is listed 
in the husband’s name, it is really 
essential that a woman take the time to 
fill out the form necessary to assure 
herself equal credit capability with her 
husband,” says Joe Sarfati, director of 
Corporate Marketing Research for the 
giant Commercial Credit Corp. “This 
is her legal right, as offered now in the 
Equal Opportunities Act. 
“But unfortunately, American wives 
still are not responding. Our surveys 
show that only a very small per­ 
centage of them have taken advantage 
of this opportunity to beat the age-old 
discrimination — the myth, which still 
persists, that women are worse credit 
risks than men. 
“The question arises: Why? there 
are several answers. First of all, 
women are not fully informed of their 
relatively new credit rights (though 
the Equal 
Opportunities 
Act was 
passed two years ago). And if they are 
informed, most women seem to be 
concerned that, if they apply for their 
own credit, their husbands will think 
they’re ready to walk out on the 
marriage . . . Or they’re vaguely 
afraid their husbands’ egos will be 
Injured.” 
Sarfati pauses. “ But these women 
who refused to become concerned have 
not stopped to realize that 85 per cent 
of the now-married women in this 
country will be single at some stage 
later in their lives. It’s something to 
think about. If a woman’ husband is 
involved in a fatal auto crash, she not 
only will have lost the man — to put it 
coldly, she’ll never even be able to 
finance another ca r.” 
With 1,100 offices nationwide, Sar- 
fati’s company has recently conducted 
a computer information project to 
analyze the credit trends across the 
country. It shows that, although 
women are still grossly underpaid 
compared to men, they are equally 
good credit risks. like men, women 
who borrow usually do so “to con­ 
solidate bills. People in this country 
get faked out and don’t realize that 1.5 
per cent interest a month adds up to 18 
per cent interest a year — and they buy 
over their heads". 
Sarfati suggests that 
married 
women “perceive the need right now” 
to list their names specifically in all 
revolving joint credit accounts. 
He urges unmarried women to act, 
as well, to establish credit reliability. 
“It is sad to see women who suddenly 
need money, and find they can’t get a 
loan because they’ve always used 
cash.” 
It’s not only sad, it’s unfair. But it is 
a fact of modern life that pay-as-you- 
go is an outmoded ethic. 
“First,” Sarfati suggests, “a woman 
can set up a checking account in a 


bank, to show she ha s some se nse of 
fina ncia l re sponsibility. The n she ca n 
go to a store a nd ge t a cha rge ca rd. 
Just pa ying off a cre dit ca rd bill 
promptly will e sta blish cre dit ra ting. 
“ But the a cquiring of a ca rd is not 
e nough. It must be use d. If you ha ve a 
cre dit ca rd, a nd you don't use it for 
thre e or four ye a rs, it doe sn’t work a s a 
tool.”

Establishing Credit

NEW YORK — Before October I, all 
creditors — by law — must have sent 
to their customers, notices advising 
married women that their account can 
be reported under the wife’s own 
name, as well as her husband’s. 
In this way, the wife can establish 
her own line of credit — a necessity 
should she ever need to borrow money. 
“Since nearly all joint credit is listed 
in the husband’s name, it is really 
essential that a woman take the time to 
fill out the form necessary to assure 
herself equal credit capability with her 
husband,” says Joe Sarfati, director of 
Corporate Marketing Research for the 
giant Commercial Credit Corp. “This 
is her legal right, as offered now in the 
Equal Opportunities Act. 
“But unfortunately, American wives 
still are not responding. Our surveys 
show that only a very small per­ 
centage of them have taken advantage 
of this opportunity to beat the age-old 
discrimination — the myth, which still 
persists, that women are worse credit 
risks than men. 
“The question arises: Why? there 
are several answers. First of all, 
women are not fully informed of their 
relatively new credit rights (though 
the Equal Opportunities Act was 
passed two years ago). And if they are 
informed, most women seem to be 
concerned that, if they apply for their 
own credit, their husbands will think 
they’re ready to walk out on the 
marriage . . . Or they’re vaguely 
afraid their husbands’ egos will be 
injured.” 
Sarfati pauses. “But these women 
who refused to become concerned have 
not stopped to realize that 85 per cent 
of the now-married women in this 
country will be single at some stage 
later in their lives. Ifs something to 
think about. If a woman’ husband is 
involved in a fatal auto crash, she not 
only will have lost the man — to put it 
coldly, she’ll never even be able to 
finance another car.” 
With 1,100 offices nationwide, Sar- 
fati’s company has recently conducted 
a computer information project to 
analyze the credit trends across the 
country. It shows that, although 
women are still grossly underpaid 
compared to men, they are equally 
good credit risks. Like men, women 
who borrow usually do so “to con­ 
solidate bills. People in this country 
get faked out and don’t realize that 1.5 
per cent interest a month adds up to 18 
per cent interest a year — and they buy 
over their heads”. 
Sarfati suggests that m arried 
women “perceive the need right now” 
to list their names specifically in all 
revolving joint credit accounts. 
He urges unmarried women to act, 
as well, to establish credit reliability. 
“It is sad to see women who suddenly 
need money, and find they can’t get a 
loan because they’ve always used 
cash.” 
Ifs not only sad, it’s unfair. But it is 
a fact of modern life that pay-as-you- 
go is an outmoded ethic. 
“First,” Sarfati suggests, “a woman 
can set up a checking account in a 


bank, to show she has some sense of 
financial responsibility. Then she can 
go to a store and get a charge card. 
Just paying off a credit card bill 
promptly will establish credit rating. 
“But the acquiring of a card is not 
enough. It must be used. If you have a 
credit card, and you don’t use it for 
three or four years, it doesn’t work as a 
tool.” 
So charge ahead, everybody. 
Everyone will give you credit for it! 
More and more women, single or 
divorced, find themselves in need of 
borrowing in this charge-it economy. 
But they’re still coming in with the 
same old problem: a lack of a “credit 
rating.” 
Horrendous stories of women’s 
problems abound: 
After the birth of her third child, a 
woman’s husband disappears. She 
seeks a job, finally finds a clerical 
position at $7,500 a year, and is faring 


reasonably well — until one day her 
salary is garnisheed—to pay for $4>000 
in bills run up by her missing husband. 


Desperate to save her dwindling 
income, the, mother tries to buy a 
sewing machine on credit so she can 
make the children’s clothes. 
“Sorry,” says the credit manager. 
“ Not 
without 
your 
husband’s 
signature.” 
This true tale, in dozens of 
variations, unfortunately is being told 
every day by married women who 
have not established credit in their 
own names. 
Counting on a husband always to be 
there is a dicey business. It defies 
statistical evidence. “ The Equal 
Opportunity 
Act 
forbids 
discrimination against women in the 
extension of credit — but it doesn’t 
assure them of being able to get it 
without a rating.”

NEW YORK (AP) - While activity 
has picked up in so many areas of life 
after Labor Day, a good deal of drift, of 
inattention to big problems, is evident 
in the economy. 
It isn’t so much aimless drifting so 
much as it seems to be a lack of 
determination to do much of anything 
fast, such as with the energy problem. 
And so the business pages have a 
repititious look, like something we 
read last year. 
Almost nobody expects the economy 
to pick up much vigor for the rest of the 
year. At best, those who try to foretell 
say we might expect a further 
slowdown, although nothing alarming. 
Nothing seems to alarm any more. 
Many of the important elements of 
the economy exemplify the ennui, the 
lack of expectations, and perhaps a bit 
of fear. Steel is in trouble. The stock 
market is sinking. Unemployment is 
stuck around 7 per cent. 
The steel people are showing they 
aren’t crying wolf — that to their way 
of thinking they’re unable to meet all 
the costs of pollution abatement while 
simultaneously competing with sub­ 
sidized foreign imports. 
For the first seven months of 1977, 
imports of steel amounted to 9.632 
million tons, an increase of more than 
2 million tons over the comparable 1976 
period. Only 75 per cent of capacity is 
being used, compared to more than 80 
per cent for industry in general. 
Facilities at Lackawanna, N.Y., and 
Youngstown, Ohio, are being closed, 
resulting in the losses of many 
thousand of jobs, and when drastic 
action of that sort is taken you may be 
suspicious that more is being con­ 
sidered. 
Some members of the industry have 
taken to newspaper advertisements to 
argue their case, to seek relief from 
imports and perhaps environmental 
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regulations too. They admit they are in 
retreat. 
The atmosphere recalls the days 
when railroads were arguing that they 
were being regulated out of business, a 
contention that was met then by 
countercharges of mismanagement, 
some of which turned (N it to be very 
true. 
The problems of the steel industry 
are also connected with capital 
spending, or the lack of it. Companies 
must be able to raise money in the 
stock market, it is said, or else the 
whole capitalistic system will be un­ 
dermined. 
And that brings up incentives, or the 
elimination of disincentives, such as 
the double taxation of dividends (at the 
corporation and personal levels). But 
when? And will the new income tax 
structure being planned permit more 
liberal depreciation and lower capital 
gains taxes? 
Nobody can say at the moment, any 
more than they can tell what the 
“prudent man” rule of ERISA, the 
Employe Retirement Income Security 
Act, is all about. This too is related to 
steel and Washington, and related also 
to the stock market’s drift. 
The prudent man rule warns 
fiduciaries involved with pension funds 
that their investment performance will 
be judged on the prudence they use. 
But if it knew, Congress didn’t define 
prudence. 
Therefore, most portfolio managers 
interpret it as an insistence on safety 
rather than an encouragement to take 
a degree of risk in order to achieve 
greater growth and thereby more 
liberal pensions for members. 


School Levy 
Bill Passes 
Com m ittee 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Education and Health Com­ 
mittee approved Tuesday night a bill 
that would permit schools passing 
emergency operating levies to borrow 
funds almost immediately.

I take a drink or two of alcohol 
before dinner. It’s my reward for a 
busy day. Now I am two months 
pregnant and I wonder if this small 
amount of alcohol can be dangerous. 
Mrs. J.Y., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. Y.: 
Alcohol is a drug. The newer attitude 
is that most drugs, except those which 
are absolutely necessary, should be 
eliminated during pregnancy. 
The study of alcohol during 
pregnancy was high on the priority list 
of the National Council of Alcoholism 
and the National Institute of Alcohol 
Abuse. 
There seems to be some diversity of 
opinion on the part of these two groups. 
One suggests that all pregnant women 
forego alcohol completely. The other 
feels that moderate consumption of 
small amounts of alcohol does not hurt 
the unborn child. 
Now, you have their reactions, and 
let me add mine. I feel that the joy of 
having a child born without any birth 
defect more than compensates for the 
temporary deprivation of alcohol. 
I’m certain that your doctor will 
agree that an occasional drink, on 
special occasions, will do no harm. 
Check with him. 


Since I’ve been married I’ve had a 
“trichomona” infection of the vagina. 
Even with treatments, this bother­ 
some condition keeps coming back. 
Mrs. M.R., Ga. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
This is a very common and annoying 
condition. Before the recent discovery 
of the excellent drugs that are now 
available, this was a difficult condition 
to control and cure. 
Today, the drug, “metronidazole” 
can be taken by mouth for about tai 
days, with a high percentage of cure. 
Lack of success is now being traced 
to the fact that many men carry the 
organism responsible for trichomona. 
The fact that your problem began after 
your marriage may be the key to your 
problem. 
Physicians now emphasize the fact 
that husband and wife should both be 
treated actively in order to insure a 
successful cure.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
lawy ers soon may hav e guidelines for 
adv ertising their serv ices and fees and 
ev en if they accept credit cards.

ERA Has Problem 


NEW YORK (AP) - Judy Carter, 
the President’s daughter-in-law, says 
“nice” women ought to get out and 
work for the Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment. 
Writing in Red book magazine, for 
which she is a new contributing editor, 
the wife of President Carter’s son 
“Chip” says her talks with women 
both for and against ERA revealed 
that the effort to get the constitutional 
amendment through state legislatures 
is suffering from an image problem. 
“Most of the attention,” she said, 
“has been focused on a very small 
number of ERA’s millions of sup­ 
porters: those who have been. 
demanding and strident in their 
support, the pro-ERA groups that also 
support some unrelated and far more 
controversial issues ...” 
Mrs. Carter urged women who live 
in states whose legislatures have not 
yet ratified ERA to “get ready to be a 
lobbyist — a nice, calm, intelligent, 
feminine, determined lobbyist” — to 
tell lawmakers how they feel and to 
work to defeat anti-ERA legislators.

Most bird and rabbit hunting seasons 
are two months away but now is the 
time to start planning for them. 
In addition to trap or skeet to 
sharpen the shooting ey e between now 
and Nov ember, September is not too 
early to line up promising hunting 
locations and to start g etting into 
shape for the season. 
The occasional shotg unner mig ht be 
satisfied taking his chances on quail, 
pheasant or cottontails on public land. 
But the heav y pressure of too many 
hunters on too little g round often adds 
up to bad ex periences, esjjecially early 
in the season and on major holiday s. 
That is why about 9 0 per cent of the 
land hunted in Ohio is priv ately owned. 
The demand for prime hunting 
acreag e remains the same or in­ 
creases ev ery y ear while av ailable 
land dwindles because encroaching 
civ ilization, intensiv e farming or the 
posting of prev iously open property . 
It is therefore smart to beg in now, 
first of all, to pinpoint potential hun­ 
ting sites. Talk with local hunters, 
g ame protectors, rural mailmen or 
other rural deliv ery people in an effort 
to learn where g ame populations are 
hig hest in y our area. 
The nex t step is to contact farmers in 
those prime areas and ask permission 
to hunt nex t fall. Rural landowners 
often are willing to ex tend hunting 
priv ileg es to a limited number of 
shooters, and if the courtesy is based 
on first-come requests y ou can hardly 
start asking too soon. 
There is an ex ception to the per­ 
centag e of hunting done on priv ate 
property and that is in reg ard to 


g rouse shooting . 
The state’s best partridg e hunting is 
found in Southeastern Ohio where 
hunters hav e access to more than 
150,000 acres of public land in state 
parks plus thousands more in three 
tracts of the Way ne National Forest. 
But 
finding 
g ame 
remains a 
challeng e that can be 
eased 
by 
questioning local people or running 
area scouting trips now, in adv ance of 
the October g rouse opener. 
Good possibilities are Zaleski State 
Forest, Hocking State Forest and 
Way ne 
National 
in 
Athens, 
Washing ton, Hocking and Vinton 
counties. 
If y ou can’t find the amount or 
quality of hunting y ou’d like, don’t 
ov erlook preserv es. The preserv e 
season runs from September to April 
and some, thoug h costly , are operated 
well enoug h that there is little dif­ 
ference between them and a wild hunt. 
For the locations of licensed shooting 
preserv es in Ohio, request Publication 
15 from the Department of Natural 
Resources, 
Publications 
Center, 
Fountain Square, Columbus. 
Conditioning is an important part of 
a successful hunting season, par­ 
ticularly for the older shooter. The 
same is true of hunting dog s. 
Consult y our phy sician and y our 
dog ’s v eterinarian for adv ice about 
rig orous training or when special 
health problems are inv olv ed. 
A reg ular prog ram 
of walking 
usually is sufficient for the av erag e 
upland g ame hunter. The ex ercise 
should beg in in moderation and be 
ex tended between now and Nov ember. 
The secret to g ood conditioning is to 
ex ercise reg ularly .

Most bird and rabbit hunting seasons 
are two months away but now is the 
time to start planning for them. 
In addition to trap or skeet to 
sharpen the shooting eye between now 
and November, September is not too 
early to line up promising hunting 
locations and to start getting into 
shape for the season. 
The occasional shotgunner might be 
satisfied taking his chances on quail, 
pheasant or cottontails on public land. 
But the heavy pressure of too many 
hunters on too little ground often adds 
up to bad experiences, especially early 
in the season and on major holidays. 
That is why about 90 per cent of the 
land hunted in Ohio is privately owned. 
The demand for prime hunting 
acreage remains the same or in­ 
creases every year while available 
land dwindles because encroaching 
civilization, intensive farming or the 
posting of previously open property. 
It is therefore smart to begin now, 
first of all, to pinpoint potential hun­ 
ting sites. Talk with local hunters, 
game protectors, rural mailmen or 
other rural delivery people in an effort 
to learn where game populations are 
highest in your area. 
The next step is to contact farmers in 
those prime areas and ask permission 
to hunt next fall. Rural landowners 
often are willing to extend hunting 
privileges to a limited number of 
shooters, and if the courtesy is based 
on first-come requests you can hardly 
start asking too soon. 
There is an exception to the per­

Game With Lance's Future 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter decided sometime Tuesday that 
it was time to stop play ing cat and 
mouse with the future of Bert Lance. 
So Carter scheduled a longdelay ed 
news conference, a decision that

dev elopments that reached a climax 
Wednesday with his announcement 
that loanee, his friend, confidant and 
sometime banker, was resigning as 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 
Although many predecessors were 
names-without-faces so far as most 
Americans were concerned, I^ance 
was much more. He was close to 
Carter. A lot of folks thought about him 
as “ deputy president." 
J ody Powell, the White House press 
secretary , in annoucing the news 
conference, quoted his boss as say ing, 
“ Why don’t we just go ahead and hav e 
one? I’m tired of mov ing the thing 
around." 
When Powell was asked if these were 
Carter’s ex act words, he reported the 
President was “ more v iv id than that.” 
It was one sign of the emotional 
atmosphere around the White House 


when Carter decided to meet the press 
after holding off for a week because he 
wasn’t ready with any firm answers 
about fiance’s fate. 


The decision to hold the news con­ 
ference was closely followed by hurry - 
up meetings climax ed by the I^ance 
resignation. Powell was asked af­ 
terwards if Carter had set out, in this 
fashion, to send Lance the message 
that it was time to make some basic 
decisions. 
“ Obv iously , that was a possibility ,” 
Powell replied. 
A few day s earlier, Powell had said 
of a forced I,ance resignation, "Cer­ 
tainly that would not be an easy thing 
for the President to do."

So Carter scheduled a longdelayed 
news conference, a decision that 
touched off a rapid series of 
developments that reached a climax 
Wednesday with his announcement 
that Lance, his friend, confidant and 
sometime banker, was resigning as 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 
Although many predecessors were 
names-without-faces so far as most 
Americans were concerned, Lance 
was much more. He was close to 
Carter. A lot of folks thought about him 
as “deputy president.” 
Jody Powell, the White House press 
secretary, in annoucing the news 
conference, quoted his boss as saying, 
“Why don’t we just go ahead and have 
one? I’m tired of moving the thing 
around.” 
When Powell was asked if these were 
Carter’s exact words, he reported the 
President was “more vivid than that.”

Cook, ousted from the post last 
December by Rhodes, noted at least 70 
troopers have resigned since the first 
of the year, and said the main reason is 
that they feel they are “ being abused 
by the present administration ... being 
used politically.”

CIA agents, who once tried to make

Congress in stitches again with tales df 
LSD bug-bombs, melting swizzle sticks 
and teargas launchers for agents who 
couldn’t throw straight. 
Members of a Senate subcommittee 
broke up in laughter Tuesday as for­ 
mer agents told about the agency’s use 
of 
special 
devices 
designed 
specifically to introduce drugs to 
unsuspecting test subjects. 
For instance, there was an abortive 
attempt in 1959 by three CIA agents to 
test l£ D on a houseful of unwitting 
people in San Francisco, who thought 
they were being invited to a party. 
The would-be subjects, found in local 
nightclubs, were invited to a safe 
liouse, a residence maintained by the 
agency for just such clandestine ac­ 


tivities. 
But the experiment didn’t work as

I have made it a point to get into 
the field to talk with the men and find 
out what their needs are and explain 
what we are doing. They’re en­ 
couraged to speak up.”

CIA agents, who once tried to make 
Fidel Castro’s beard fall out, have 
Congress in stitches again with tales bf 
LSD bug-bombs, melting swizzle sticks 
and teargas launchers for agents who 
couldn’t throw straight. 
Members of a Senate subcommittee 
broke up in laughter Tuesday as for­ 
mer agents told about the agency’s use 
of 
special 
devices 
designed 
specifically to introduce drugs to 
unsuspecting test subjects. 
For instance, there was an abortive 
attempt in 1959 by three CIA agents to 
test LSD on a houseful of unwitting 
people in San Francisco, who thought 
they were being invited to a party. 
The would-be subjects, found in local 
nightclubs, were invited to a safe 
house, a residence maintained by the 
agency for just such clandestine ac­ 


tivities. 
But the experiment didn’t work as 
planned, said one of the former agents, 
Dr. David Rhodes, in testimony before 
the Senate Human Resources sub­ 
committee on health, holding hearings 
on the CIA’s extensive program of 
secret drug testing in the 1950s and 
1960s. 
Rhodes said agents were set to 
unleash an LSD aerosol bomb on the

Francisco 
revelers, 
but 
discovered that the windows of their 
safe house were open because there 
was no air conditioning. 
Determined to conclude his mission, 
one of the frustrated agents went into 
the bathroom and sprayed himself 
with the hallucinogenic drug, Rhodes 
said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A $517 
million capital construction budget, 
approved overwhelmingly by the 
House, will be trimmed by the Senate 
because, Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek says, people are “more im­ 
portant than buildings.” 
The House passed the package 81-12 
Tuesday, disposing of the first major 
priority of the two-week session. 
House members added a con­ 
troversial feature to a spending 
measure, that up until this week, 
caused little controversy. 
After failing in an effort to remove a 
section requiring that at least IO per 
cent of state construction money go 
into contracts with minority firms, 
many Republicans supported an 
amendment adding women to the 
minority list. 
“I don’t believe in quota systems,” 
said Rep. Donna Pope, R-8 Par­ 
ma,“but if we’re going to have this in 


the bill, then by golly women should be 
represented.” 
The legislation would permit waiver 
of the IO per cent requirement if a state 
agency 
provided 
“convincing 
evidence” of attempts to enlist 
minority and women firms, but 
without success. 
In the Senate, hearings opened in the 
Education and Health Committee on a 
Housepassed measure to permit the 
manufacture and sale in Ohio of 
laetrile. Supporters testified that the 
substance was effective as a cancer- 
treating agent, even though its sale 
interstate is banned by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 
On the floor of the upper chamber, 
senators approved 310 a bill modifying 
the form on the back of driver’s 
licenses, which currently allows a 
medical donation of “any needed part” 
as well as a specific organ, in the event 
of death.

This is a crime prevention device.

It is a sure sign to the dog that he is 
protected, loved and wanted, when the 
familiar leash is attached to his collar.

to clarify any ambiguity by allowing 
drivers to check off either “any needed 
organs” or “only the following body 
parts.” While the existing form is still 
in circulation, the designation of a 
specific part as a gift would take 
precedence when a motorist checked 
both boxes. 
Senate leader Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
said he expected $40 million to $50 
million to be cut from the capital 
budget before it receives final ap­ 
proval, probably during an ab­ 
breviated session next month. 
“I think we need a scalpel and some 
surgery,” he told a Statehouse labor 
rally. “In state government, people, 
their problems and programs, are 
more important than buildings.” 
The capital plan, submitted by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, but crafted by 
majority Democrats on the House 
Finance Committee, includes $211 
million for mental health facilities and 
$203 million for projects on Ohio 
campuses. 
In addition to an overall outlay of 
$508 million for bricks and mortar, it 
offers a $9 million advantage to the 
Disadvantaged Pupil Impact Aid 
program at public schools. The money 
was added to the already-enacted 
school budget to aid big city school 
districts. 
Ocasek targeted a $15 million ap­ 
propriation for a World Trade Center 
in Cleveland and a $1.5 allottment for a 
Great Lakes Shakespeare Theater in 
Edgewater Park, Cuyahoga County for 
probable cuts. 
“The governor (James A. Rhodes) 
wants to build and build and build and 
spend and spend and spend,” he said. 
Ocasek said money taken from the 
capital budget would be rerouted for 
state operating needs. 
Rep. Patrick A. Sweeney, D-8 
Cleveland, said Rhodes was involved 
with planning for the trade center but 
added that the theater proposal was 
initiated by the legislature. 
“I don’t know why he (Ocasek) is 
picking on our area,” Sweeney said. “I 
don’t understand that. I will talk to 
Oliver.”

1 97 8 Governors' Race 
Picture Getting Fuzzy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Just 
when the field for the 1978 governor’s 
campaign starts to come into focus, 
the picture seems to get fuzzy, usually 
due to circumstances beyond the 
control of the political observer. 
U . Gov. Richard F. Celeste, whose 
candidacy has been in focus for some 
three years, received high marks on 
the whole for his performance during a 
live television question and answer 
phone-in show. 
Celeste insiders now say the 
lieutenant governor w ill probably 
make 
his 
candidacy 
for 
the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
official 
sometime 
before 
Thanksgiving. 
Meanwhile, House Speaker Vernal 
G. Riffe Jr., D-28 New Boston, is 
edging ever closer to a candidacy. 
“ I’m not a candidate for governor 
yet — I said yet,” he told an informal 
gathering of newsmen recently. “ I 
may well be a candidate.” 
Riffe has no doubt about Celeste's 
intentions and also says he’s sure that 
his Senate counterpart, M ajority 
leader Oliver Oeasek, D-27 Akron, “ is 
very serious about" running. Oeasek, 
who has made no announcement, has 
opened a campaign office in Summit 
County. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown, who 
like Celeste has figured in speculation 
almost since election to his current 
post in 1974, is lined up with Riffe as a 
moderate to conservative type. Celeste 
and Oeasek are regarded as liberals. 
Discussion on the Republican side 
has been more muted because of the 
widely held belief that 68-year-old Gov. 
James A. Rhodes will seek an un­ 
precedented fourth term. 
“ There’s no doubt in my mind from 


the past two or three months that the 
governor is going to run for re- 
election,” says Riffe. a long-time 
Rhodeswatcher who shares southeast 
Ohio roots with the governor. 
In the event that Rhodes doesn’t run, 
House Minority leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, is ready to 
fill any vacuum. He is the only “ an­ 
nounced candidate” from either major 
party. 
That’s the picture, according to 
conventional political wisdom, at this 
point. 
But at the state Democratic dinner 
last week, newsmen gauging the ap­ 
plause as potential candidates were 
introduced, noted that Treasurer 
Gertrude Donahey received an ovation 
equal or greater than most of the 
others. Mrs. Donahey has given no 
indication that she is interested in any 
position other than the office she 
currently holds. 
Former Gov. John J. Gilligan, ap­ 
parently secure as President Carter’s 
director of the Agency for Inter­ 
national Development, is out of the 
picture. 
But 
another 
former 
Democratic governor present at the 
Democratic banquet caught reporters’ 
attention when he received the biggest 
round of applause of the night — a 
standing ovation. 
Former Gov. Michael V. DtSalle, 
who maintains a successful law 
practice in Washington, has kept his 
Toledo voting address. He has said 
nothing about unretiring from politics. 
For a real longshot, try Leroy 
Jenkins, 
the 
Delaware, 
Ohio, 
evangelist who said earlier he would 
run for governor as an independent 
but now 
says he 
will 
seek the 
Democratic nomination. 
Carter Has Go-Ahead 
To Kill Office Mice 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter may not know it but he has a go- 
ahead from the Humane Society of the 
United States to kill as quickly as 
possible the mice that inhabit the 
presidential offices. 
Three White House sources reported 
that special devices that trap rather 
than kill mice have been installed near 
Carter’s private office because, they 
claimed, conventional mousetraps are 
frowned upon by humane societies. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth, it seems. Said Charles Herman, 
spokesman for the national society: 
“ We stay away from rodents. 
Essentially, we’re for the quickest 
possible kill for these pests. We’re 
against cruelty.” 
When the local society was asked if it 
had advised Carter or his people 
against using everyday mousetraps, a 
spokesperson responded, “ Doesn’t he 
have enough problems?” 


Mice are so prevalent throughout the 
White House complex that a variety of 
devices and methods are employed to 
fight them. 
In the press center, for example, 
conventional spring traps are used — 
but with an 
unconventional 
bait. 
Instead of arming the triggers with 
bits 
of 
cheese, 
GSA 
employes 
periodically dab them with peanut 
butter. 
Neither Jimm y nor Billy Carter put 
them up to this. It’s simply a fact that 
mice often contrive to eat cheese bait 
without triggering a trap. When gooey 
peanut butter is involved, the task 
becomes impossible. 
In Press Secretary Jody Powell’s 
office, the trap of choice is a long 
narrow cardboard box, open at both 
ends, called a Mouse Tracking Station. 
It contains a green powder that Powell 
and his co-workers are cautioned — 
right on the box — from ingesting or 
inhaling. 


Intervention by humane societies, 
although an ill-founded rumor in the 
case of Carter’s mice, has occurred 
periodically in recent White House 
history. 
When squirrels began chewing up 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
backyard putting green, some animal 
lovers were outraged by 
Ike’s 
strenuous efforts to have them trapped 
and carted off to distant federal 
forests. 
Eyebrows were raised anew by a 
campaign to rid stately White House 
trees of squalling, untidy starlings. 
The gimmick in this case was to 
capture a starling, truss him head 
down by his feet and record his shrieks 
of terror, which then were broadcast

1978 Governors' Race 
Picture Getting Fuzzy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Just 
when the field for the 1978 governor’s 
campaign starts to come into focus, 
the picture seems to get fuzzy, usually 
due to circumstances beyond the 
control of the political observer. 
Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste, whose 
candidacy has been in focus for some 
three years, received high marks on 
the whole for his performance during a 
live television question and answer 
phone-in show. 
Celeste insiders now say the 
lieutenant governor will probably 
make 
his 
candidacy 
for 
the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
official 
sometime 
before 
Thanksgiving. 
Meanwhile, House Speaker Vernal 
G. Riffe Jr., D-28 New Boston, is 
edging ever closer to a candidacy. 
“I’m not a candidate for governor 
yet — I said yet,” he told an informal 
gathering of newsmen recently. “I 
may well be a candidate.” 
Riffe has no doubt about Celeste’s 
intentions and also says he’s sure that 
his Senate counterpart, Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, “is 
very serious about” running. Ocasek, 
who has made no announcement, has 
opened a campaign office in Summit 
County. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown, who 
like Celeste has figured in speculation 
almost since election to his current 
post in 1974, is lined up with Riffe as a 
moderate to conservative type. Celeste 
and Ocasek are regarded as liberals. 
Discussion on the Republican side 
has been more muted because of the 
widely held belief that 68-year-old Gov. 
James A. Rhodes will seek an un­ 
precedented fourth term. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind from 


the past two or three months that the 
governor is going to run for re- 
election,” says Riffe, a long-time 
Rhodeswatcher who shares southeast 
Ohio roots with the governor. 
In the event that Rhodes doesn’t run, 
House Minority Leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, is ready to 
fill any vacuum. He is the only “an­ 
nounced candidate” from either major 
party. 
That’s the picture, according to 
conventional political wisdom, at this 
point. 
But at the state Democratic dinner 
last week, newsmen gauging the ap­ 
plause as potential candidates were 
introduced, noted that Treasurer 
Gertrude Donahey received an ovation 
equal or greater than most of the 
others. Mrs. Donahey has given no 
indication that she is interested in any 
position other than the office she 
currently holds. 
Former Gov. John J. Gilligan, ap­ 
parently secure as President Carter’s 
director of the Agency for Inter­ 
national Development, is out of the 
picture. 
But 
another 
former 
Democratic governor present at the 
Democratic banquet caught reporters’ 
attention when he received the biggest 
round of applause of the night — a 
standing ovation. 
Former Gov. Michael V. DiSalle, 
who maintains a successful law 
practice in Washington, has kept his 
Toledo voting address. He has said 
nothing about unretiring from politics. 
For a real longshot, try Leroy 
Jenkins, 
the 
Delaware, 
Ohio, 
evangelist who said earlier he would 
run for governor as an independent — 
but now 
says he will seek the 
Democratic nomination. 
Carter Has Go-Ahead 
To Kill Office Mice 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter may not know it but he has a go­ 
ahead from the Humane Society of the 
United States to kill as quickly as 
possible the mice that inhabit the 
presidential offices. 
Three White House sources reported 
that special devices that trap rather 
than kill mice have been installed near 
Carter’s private office because, they 
claimed, conventional mousetraps are 
frowned upoh by humane societies. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth, it seems. Said Charles Herman, 
spokesman for the national society: 
“We stay away from rodents. 
Essentially, we’re for the quickest 
possible kill for these pests. We’re 
against cruelty.” 
When the local society was asked if it 
had advised Carter or his people 
against using everyday mousetraps, a 
spokesperson responded, “Doesn’t he 
have enough problems?” 


Mice are so prevalent throughout the 
White House complex that a variety of 
devices and methods are employed to 
fight them. 
In the press center, for example, 
conventional spring traps are used — 
but with an unconventional bait. 
Instead of arming the triggers with 
bits of cheese, GSA employes 
periodically dab them with peanut 
butter. 
Neither Jimmy nor Billy Carter put 
them up to this. It’s simply a fact that 
mice often contrive to eat cheese bait 
without triggering a trap. When gooey 
peanut butter is involved, the task 
becomes impossible. 
In Press Secretary Jody Powell’s 
office, the trap of choice is a long 
narrow cardboard box, open at both 
ends, called a Mouse Tracking Station. 
It contains a green powder that Powell 
and his co-workers are cautioned — 
right on the box — from ingesting or 
inhaling.

California governor and others in 
actively opposing the pact and that he 
would tape radio commercials against 
its ratification. 
But in a telephone interview 
Tuesday, Wayne said, “I have agreed 
to support the treaty if what I un­ 
derstand about it is Urie.” 
The treaty would turn over control of 
the canal to Panama by the year 2000.

G lenn Urges Colleagues 
To Prepare For W inter 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sen. John 
Glenn, D-Ohio, urged his colleagues 
Wednesday “to be prepared for a 
winter at least as severe as last 
year's.” 
Glenn's comments came during a 
bearing of the intergovernmental 
relations 
subcommittee 
in 
Washington, probing the nation’s 
preparedness for next winter. 
“ Often the American people and 
Congress receive assurances and 
glowing statistics about energy sup­ 
plies, only to have those 
’facts’ 
evaporate,” Glenn said 
“ I believe we should be prepared for 
a winter at least as severe as last 
year’s,” Glenn said in a statement 
released by his Washington office. 
He 
urged 
the 
Senate 
to 
pass 
legislation now that will insure 
emergency supplies of natural gas to 


Ohio and other industrial states if the 
upcoming winter proves as severe as 
last year. 
Glenn told the hearing he will in­ 
troduce an amendment to pending 
legislation that would authorize the 
Secretary of Energy to order con­ 
versions of power plants and other 
major fuel burning installations from 
natural gas to oil during natural gas 
emergencies. Such conversions could 
tie ordered only during natural gas 
supply emergencies declared by the 
President. 
. “ Memories of closing of large 
segments of American industry 
because of natural gas shortages are 
only too recent," Glenn said. “Schools 
closed, plants shut down, workers lost 
their 
jobs...500,000 
in 
Ohio 
alone...because of the inability to 
allocate fair shares of natural gas.”

G lenn U rges Colleagues 
To Prepare For W inter 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Sen. John 
Glenn, D-Ohio, urged his colleagues 
Wednesday “ to be prepared for a 
winter at least as severe as last 
year’s.” 
Glenn’s comments came during a 
hearing of the intergovernmental 
relations 
subcommittee 
in 
Washington, probing the nation’s 
preparedness for next winter. 
“ Often the American people and 
Congress receive assurances and 
glowing statistics about energy sup­ 
plies, only to have those 
‘facts’ 
evaporate,” Glenn said. 
“ I believe we should be prepared for 
a winter at least as severe as last 
year’s,” Glenn said in a statement 
released by his Washington office. 
He 
urged 
the 
Senate 
to 
pass 
legislation now that will insure 
emergency supplies of natural gas to 


Ohio and other industrial states if the 
upcoming winter proves as severe as 
last year. 
Glenn told the hearing he will in­ 
troduce an amendment to pending 
legislation that would authorize the 
Secretary of Energy to order con­ 
versions of power plants and other 
major fuel burning installations from 
natural gas to oil during natural gas 
emergencies. Such conversions could 
be ordered only during natural gas 
supply emergencies declared by the 
President. 
. “ Memories of closing of large 
segments of American industry 
because of natural gas shortages are 
only too recent,” Glenn said. “ Schools 
closed, plants shut down, workers lost 
their 
jobs...500,000 
in 
Ohio 
alone...because of the inability to 
allocate fair shares of natural gas.”
